N Saturday, Nov. 19. 1726. 
* went, with his Majeſty's 
. Leave, to Guilford, there 
to enquire into the Condi- 
tion of the Woman, who was ſaid to 
have been delivered of fifteen Rabbets, 
and to inform my ſelf of all the Cir- 
cumſtances of this uncommon Event, 
in order to make my Report to His Ma- 
jeſty. I ſet out that Afternoon at

Four of the Clock, in Company with 
Mr. Brand, a Relation of Mr. Jager, 
the King's Apothecary. We lay at 
Cobham, and did not reach Guilford till 
Sunday the 2oth, at Ten in the Morn- 
ing. We took our Lodgings at the 
White-Hart, where we did not ſtay a- 
bove a quarter of an Hour : For the 
Drawer, who ſaid, he was juſt come 
from Mr. Howard, informing us, that 
he was at Home, we went {trait to his 


Houſe. As we came in they told us, 
that he would be with us preſently ; 


but about half an Hour after they ſaid, þ 


that he was gone to dreſs the Mayor 
of the Town. After we had been 
waiting full three quarters of an Hour, 
he at laſt came to us, dreſs'd in his 
Night-gown ; and having been told by 
me, by whoſe Leave I came, and about 
what Buſineſs, he informed me in pre- 
ſence of Mr. Brand, that the Woman 
TEEN had

had been already delivered of fifteen 
Rabbets, and was juſt now fallen in La- 
bour of a ſixteenth. 

We had been told at the Inn, that 
they heard Mr. Howard ſay, that the 


| Rabbet had not been perceiv'd ro leap, 


as 1t Uſually did, for about fix Hours; 
but Mr. Howard himſelf aſſur'd us, that 
it had left off leaping ever ſince Satur- 
day Ten of the Clock in the Morning, 
and that he preſumed it mult be dead 
ſince that Time. 

Hereupon we went to the Woman's 


Lodging, which was over-againſt Mr. 


Howard's Houſe, who would not ſuffer 
my Companion to come into the Room 
where the Patient was, for fear, as he 
laid, that too much Company ſhould 
frighten her ; for which Reaſon alſo he 
order'd the Nurſe to ſee, that the Door 


. might be well faſten'd, and to ſuffer

little while after, ſeveral Women went 
in and out, as they pleaſed. The 
Door being lock'd, the Nurſe told us, 
that theSkin dropp'd down from her juſt 
now.

a narrow Elbow-Chair, I was pre- 


paring to do the ſame ; but was pre- 
vented by Mr. Howard, who ſaid, he 
would let me know when it was con-

The Nurſe, in the mean time, at 
our Deſire, ſhew'd us the Skin, laid 
in a Baſon. I touch'd it, and found 
it to feel ſomething warm, a little moiſt 
round the Border ; but every where 
elſe dry ; and the Hair appeared ſmooth 
and even. Upon unfolding it, I could 
diſcern ſome ſmall Blood-Veſſels on 
the inſide; but found not the leaft 
Drop of Blood, nor any Appearance 
of Water or Membranes. It ſmelt

very freſh, like the Skin of a wild 
Rabbet, juſt ſtripp'd. I asked Mr. How- 
ard, how it was poſſible for the Rabbet 
to have been thus ſtripp'd of its Skin 
in the Woman's Belly ; ro which he 
an{wered, He apprehended, that it muſt 


be owing to the violent Preflion of the 


Womb againſt the Os Pubis. The Pa- 
tient, who continued all the while ſit- 
ting in her Elbow-Chair, with her Stays 


on, was now deſired by Mr. Howard to 


walk a little about the Room. I found 
her Pulſe very eaſy and quiet, without 
the leaſt Appearance of any feveriſh 
Diſorder: There was little or no Swel- 
ling in her Belly, which, 1 muſt own, 
ſurpriz d me very much. I likewiſe 
examin'd her Breaſts, which I found 
relax'd, without any Hardneſs in the 
Glands, and no Milk in them; only 
upon ſqueezing, a little clear Serum 
came our, ſcarce enough to wet the

tip of my Finger. I asked, whether 
the Swelling of her Belly had ever 
been greater : And was anſwered by 
the Nurſe, That all along it had been 


much at one; only that ſometimes af 


little Swelling was obſerv'd about the 
Stomach, which quickly diſappeared a- 
gain. I ask'd the Patient herſelf ſome 
Queſtions ; but could obtain no An- 
ſwers from her: And Mr. Howard ſaid, 
he would take care to inform me ful- 
ly of every Circumſtance relating to 
her Cale. I obſerv'd her with ſome 
Attention, as ſhe was walking about the 
Room, and found that ſhe preſs'd her 
Knees and Thighs cloſe together, as if 
| The was afraid ſomething might drop 
down, which ſhe did not care to loſe. 
Not long after ſhe pretended to fall 
in Labour, and behaved herſelf in 
the following manner : She ſtood with 
her Knees cloſe together againſt the

Seat of an ordinary Chair, and holding 
the upper Part of it faſt with her Hands, 
Ine began to ſquall and roar, and to 
move the upper Parts of her Body in a 
very ſtrange Manner, twiſting it from 
one ſide to another. I could not help 
wondering at her preſſing her Knees ſo 
cloſe together, and not chooſing ra- 
ther to keep them aſunder, to make 
way for the Birth; but doubtleſs ſhe 
knew beſt, what Poſture was the moſt 
advantageous for her ſingular Deli- 
Very.
